STREET  OPENING 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WORKS 

OF 

CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA 


WHEREAS,  on  October  16,  1956,  the  Board  of  Park 

Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  contracted  with  adjacent  property 

owners  for  the  dedication  of  a right-of-way  over  the  Eastern  extremity  of 

Foster  Park  to  be  used  for  an  extension  of  Stratford  Road  to  Roxbury  Drive, 

and  on  October  30,  1958  said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  formally 

adopted  a resolution  giving  their  consent  to  the  dedication  of  said  street 

extension  for  Stratford  Road  over  the  following  described  real  estate: 

Commencing  at  a point  on  the  West  line  of 
Stratford  Road  at  a point  476.  07  feet  south 
of  the  center  line  of  Pettit  Avenue:  thence 
on  a curve  to  the  right,  whose  Radius  is 
189.  34  feet  a distance  of  60.  15  feet  to  the 
point  of  tangent:  thence  on  the  line  of  tangent 
a distance  of  21  feet:  thence  on  a curve  to  the 
left  whose  Radius  is  383.  05  feet  a distance  of 
105.  71  feet:  thence  South  and  parallel  to  the 
East  line  of  Lot  7,  R.  L.  Britton  Estate  a 
distance  of  196  feet;  thence  East  and  parallel 
to  the  center  line  of  Pettit  Avenue  a distance 
of  60  ft.  to  a point  on  the  East  line  of  Lot 
No.  7,  R.  L.  Britton  Estate;  thence  North  along 
the  East  line  Lot  No.  7,  R.  L.  Britton  Estate  a 
distance  of  308.  13  feet;  thence  West  and  parallel 
to  the  center  line  of  Pettit  Avenue  a distance  of 
30  ft.  to  the  West  property  line  of  Stratford  Road 
as  originally  platted;  thence  North  along  the  West 
property  line  of  Stratford  Road  a distance  of  66 
feet  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

WHEREAS,  Leroy  Shine  and  Frances  Shine  on  August  19, 
1958  conveyed  the  following  described  real  estate  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 

for  said  street  extension: 

Commencing  in  the  East  line  of  Lot  No.  7 
R.  L.  Britton  Estate  539.2  feet  South  of  the 
centerline  of  Pettit  Avenue;  thence  East  and 
parallel  to  the  centerline  of  Pettit  Avenue 
a distance  of  19.5  feet;  thence  in  a South- 
westerly direction  by  a deflection  angle  of 
16°  56'  to  the  right  a distance  of  31  feet.

WHEREAS,  the  adjoining  property  owners  on  the  East 
side  of  said  street  contracted  on  October  16,  1956  with  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  to  pay  alL  expenses  for  the  improvement  of 
said  street  and  that  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  who  own  the  real 
estate  subject  to  said  street  and  on  the  West  side  thereof  shall  not  be
